The whip is the parent of stub- 
bornness. This is especially true 
of high-spirited animals, remarks 
an exchange, while kindness and 
gentleness will win obedience, and 
at the same time, attach the horse 
to his driver. It is the easiest 
thing inthe world to win the af- 
fection of any animal, and this is 
especially true of the horse. An 
apple, a potato, or a lump of sugar 
given from the hand now and then 
will cause the horse to prick up his 
ears at the sound of his owner’s 
footsteps, not with fear and trem- 
bling, but with a whinnying note 
of pleasure. And the confidence 
of the noble beast thus gained, we 
lead him to obey the slightest in- 
telligent tone of the voice or indi- 
cation of the bit.

ture upon the ‘‘Labors and Com- 
pensation of Teacher ,” as it was 
delivered by the erudite N. A. 
Hummel at the Teachers’ Associa- 


tion held in Reno last month. The 
essay was replete with good sugges- 
tions, and was as well received as 
any topic presented to the Insti- 
tute. Mr. Hummel is an excep- 
tlonally bright young man, and 
bas a good education, most of 
which has been acquired by his in- 
defatigable energy. It is almost an 
injust.ce to give a rief synopsis 
of the remarks of the speaker, but 
we give the leading thoughts, 
briefly: 

“The main considerations in- 
volved in the labor of the teacher 
are, what to teach and how to teach 
it. To secure and ma utain good 
order should be the first labor of the 
tescber. If nature has been kind 
to you and bus made you a born 
commander, you should be thank- 
ful. It this nas been denied you 
set to work immediately to take 
advantage of the experience of 
others. Be firm. The owner ofa 
wavering will is a pitiable object in 
the school-room. He is at the 
mercy of the pupils, who, in my 
judgment are the best character 
readers. tcholars find the first 
flaw and assail it in every manner. 
Do not depend upon corporal pun- 
ishment and make it the bugbear 
of the school room. This method of 
securing good order may be well 
enough in its place—ani fifty vears 
hence it will be in that only place, 
the penitentiary. 

e do not claim that we are 
ready to dispense with corporal 
punishment altogether; but we are 
etting ready to do so. Do not al- 
ow whispering, giggling, shuffling, 
note writing, gum chewing, slate 
passing, pevcil sharpening, knife 
and book borrowing, runuing io 
the room, tapping the bell, sitting 
on the desk, dropping erasers, 
throwing chaik, exp: ctorating up- 
on the floor, ete. ete. Do you al- 
low there things? No—uvever. 
What—never? Well, sometimes. 
Then stop the sometimes. Make 
pupils respect the scboolroom at all 
times. Have order, aud good order 
whatever else you lack. As good 
goveroment is the first necessity t» 
the welfare aud prosperity of a na- 
tion, so is good order the first re- 
quisite of a good school, Visit the 
rents of the children who are 
bitually absent. Urge them to 
send their children regularly. 
Show them the necessity of it. Ap- 
peal to their judgment and sense; 
leave no stone unturned. Every 
day’s work is u link of the chain of 
the year’s progress; and every link 
omitted shortens the chain, breaks 
the connection and destroys its 
strength and usefulness, Explain 
the iujuries to school aud pupil. 
Ask co-operation, for if you receive 
it ju one case out of twenty, you 
are amply repaid for the trouble 
with the other uineteen. Arrange 
a course of study. It can 
be done in any kiud of 
a school It is the basis 
of the graded actool system, and, iu 
a measure, it cau be made the same 
of the mixed school. The teacher 
should always be to the school an 
exponent of the highest public feel- 
ing, endeavoring to make pupils see 
bow their bubice and actions will 
be regarded by the world and to ex- 
cite au ambition for a good reputa- 
tion. The essential beauty aud no- 
bility of truth and honesty can, per- 
3 be realized so that they may 
be lived for and loved for their own 
sake. Let teachers be very atten. 
tive to the maupers of their pupils, 
teaching them the forms of polite- 
ness and courtesy. Here the teacher 
must be a model of gentlemanly or 
ladylike behavior. Pupils will see 
for themselves the excelleuce and 
desirability of ease and grace of de- 
portment. See that fupils read 
ood books. A taste for good read- 
ng is beyond price. Warn them 
against evil associations, and never 
despair, even though the task of 
moral improvement seems endless. 


COMPENSATION, 


Equal work, with equal spirit,by 
equal qualifications, is entitled to 
equsl pay. Salaries of teachers 
should be determined by the char- 
acter of the service required and 
there should be no discrimination 
in the matter of salary as against 
female teachers. When teachers are 
amply remunerated for their ser- 
vices, aud not until then, will the 
profession of teaching be elevated 
to its proper dignity. It will then 
vente to be a stepping-stone to 
other profewions. Au incrense of 
wages for teachers will be a step in 
the right direction. We trust that 
the time is not far distant when the 
true teacher’s worth will be properly 
estimated and bis psy made equal 
to the importance of the se vice 
rendered. Upou God's green foot-

GREAT INCREASE IN SALES. 


Seven Months Without Feed on 
Drink Cause Them te In- 
erease in Weight. 


Thirty years ago, with the hardest 
kind of abor,” — 8. 8. ins, 
the game and fish dealer, I suc- 
ceeded in selling 61,000 worth of dia- 
mond- back terrapins at from $8 to 610 
a dozen. In the season which closed 
on the Ist of April I sold over 6100, 
000 worth, and my sales would have 
reached $500,000 if I could have got- 
ten the terrapin. The Baltimore peo- 
ple, and for that matter the people ol 
the whole state, did not take to terra: 
pin at first. It gms ten years beiore 
they were purchased to any great 
ement. My grandfather leaves it on 
record that be bought the best terra- 
pin in the Annapolis market fot 
twelve and a quarter ents each, and 
his slaves once rebelled L.cause Le 
gave them terrapin und would not 
ive them pork. Of course, times 
mave greatly changed since then. 

Now there are $1,500,000 worth 
of terrapin caught out of the Chesa- 
peake Bay and its tributaries every 
year. As the price averages fully 830 
a dozen, this represents 600,000 terra- 
pins annually. During the season 
over 500 men are engaged in catching 
them. They are caught on both 
sides of the bay, from Rappahannock 
to Spring Gardens. They are found 
wherever the watercresses grow, and, 
as you probably know, the Chesa- 
peake Bay is the best body of water 
for this grass in the world. It is that 
which gives them their wonderful 
flavor.“ Mr. Scoggins, who knows 
from a long personal observation al] 


is a firm believer in the terrapin, both 
as a food and as a medicine. He cited 
to his visitor several remarkable sto- 
ries of its sustaining power. On 
the Ist of last September,“ said he, 
I selected four terrapins from my 
stock, weighing exactly four pounds 
each. I was very precise about the 
weight, as | wished them for a spe- 
cific purpose. These I placed in a 
strong box, which was entirely empty. 
I nailed this box up securely and laid 
it aside.

Its meaning is—not that the | 
blood itself is blue (excepting that all | 
venous blood has a bluish tinge), 
but that the persons or class to whom | 
the term is applied have skins 80 
white and transparent that the veins 
show blue through them, and this is 
taken as a certain indication that the 
class or persons thus designated are 
without an admixture of races. Any 
one who has traveled in Spanish- 
American countries, or in Spain 
where the term a would 
see at once its applicability. The 
descendants of the Gothic conquer- 
ors of Spain retain to this day the 
characteristics of their ancestors—the 
white, transparent skin, blue eyes, 
and auburn or tawny bair, and their 
veins show blue through their cuti- 
cle; but in the case of an admixture 
of African or Moorish blood, the blue 
blood (veins) ually disappear, 
until in case of a great preponder- 
ance of the latter races, the veins 
show merely as ridges. ‘Tourists in 
Mexico will notice this peculiarity in 
all of the Mexican cities as well as in 
the haciendas throughout that coun- 
try, on account of the great admixt- 
ure of Indian (Aztec, Toltec, and 
Tlascallan) blood in the population, 
and everywhere they will find that 
the people whose veins show blue 
tfirough the skin are the ruling class.

Extinction of the Buffaloes. 


The buffaloes were all right until 
about seven years ago, when the In- 
dians were conquered, which opened 
up the country and let the hide 
hunters in.
